When it was formed in 
1921 there were 1,146 branches, and to-day

lees at the end of the first year were 
£8,700, and now they were £24,000 
v Day collections had gone on from 
strength to strength. Within six weeks of 
their organisation thev realised £106,000, and 
in 1932, although they were in the midst 
of an economic blizzard, Poppy Day col- 
realised £467,000, and ‘ast year, 
although the figures had not yet come in, 
everything pointed to the figure being an 
increase Of £30,000 over that of last year.

FOUR AND A HALF 
MILLIONS. 


In round figures, the Remembrance Day 
appeal, since they started, had realised four 
and a half million pounds. (Loud applause.) 
The poppy factory was started in 1922 with 
five badly disabled ex-Service men, and to- 
day in that factory 360 badly disabled ex- 
Service men were employed the whole year 
round. 

Colone] Crosfield, having commented on the 
excellent work that is being carried on at 
the Legion settlement at Maidstone, whore 
there are 260 patients, 140 married settlers 
and 28 single settlers, went on to speak of 
the distribution of relief. 

Since the Legion was established, hé said, 
£2.500.000 has been distributed by the 
various benevolent committees, wihile a 
further sum of £219,000 was granted in small 
loans and £82,000 in employment loans. 
Repayments amounted to £140,000. 

In the Irish Free State business loans 
totalled £5,000, and of this amount fifty 
per cent. has been repaid. The total receipts 
for Poppy Days in the Free State amounted 
to £73,000, a net profit of approximately 
£58,000. The net amount the Free State has 
received from the British Legion up to the 
present time, said Colonel Crosfield, 1s 
£120,000—double the amount realised on 
Poppy Days. He added that two million 
pension cases had been dealt with by the 
headquarters’ office and branches.

IRELAND ONE UNIT. 


He was interested to notice that in the 
figures in the United Services Fund they were 
unable to distinguish between Northern 
Ireland and the Free State. They just looked 
on Ireland as one unit. (Applause.) From 
the British Legion standard they looked on 
themselves as one, but it was interesting to 
have that endorsed by their headquarters in 
London.

The annual report stated that there are 
at present 119 branches of the British Legion 
lin the Free State, and 23 branches of the 
women's section. 

The Dublin Central Branch of the Women’s 
Section was instrumental in finding employ- 
ment for a large number of ex-Service men 
and their dependents during the year, and 
helped a considerable number of applicants 
with clothing, payment of rents, coal and 
grocer iés. 

During the year ended September, 1933, 
grants were administered to the nmount ‘of 
£31,142, an increase of rearly £4,000 on the 
previous yeai. It was estimated that 20,000 
ex-Service men in the Free State are in need 
of work, and this is the most baffling of all 
domestie problems of the British Legion. The 
employment bureau at headquarters, however, 
reported that 322 permanent and 265 ‘tem- 
porary situations had been secured, making 


sible for 134 permanent-and 1,087 temporary 
placings. 

Thefineome and expensiture account showed 
that expenditure exceeded income by £239 18s. 

The Chairman, moving the adoption of the 
renort and financial statement, urged the 
stimulation of interest in the most effective 
means of finding employment for unemploved 
ex-Service men, and he commended activity 
in that direction to all their branches. The 
Free State, he said, had been generously 
treated in the allocation of monev from the 
Pension Fund, and the figures relating to re- 
lef were remarkable figures, but at the same 
time they indicated only a fraction of what 
the Legion was doing. The work of the 
womens section in the Free State was ad- 
mirable. 


RENT FREE TENANTS. 


Referring to the decision which was given 
in the Supreme Court in regard to ex-Service 
men tenants occupying ex-Service mens 
cottages under the Land Act of 1919, he.said 
that by that decision no rent could be paid 
for these cottages and no rent had been 
collected since the date of that judgment. 
Consequently, the tenants at the moment 
were living rent free. The Legion did not 
agree that it was in the best” interests of 
the ex-Service men community as a whole, 
or of the tenants themselves, that that 
should be. If they were going to be sincere 
at all in their declaration of comradeship, 
and if the motto of the Legion was not going 
to be a hollow mockery, then those who had 
the decided advantage of having a house 
must at least be prepared to pay. a sum 
suflicrent to cover the cost of administration, 
mainienance, insurance and general upkeep. 
(Hear. hear.) He thought that the fairness 
off that  statement.,would strike. the 
intelligence of the overwhelming majority. of 
the tenants. The whole position’ was "hot 
at all clear, and they were awaiting the 
result of a conference of the Trvst-in London. 
It was no harm to make public their par- 
ticular viewpoint that the British Legion, 
as an organisation, must always stand for 
fair treatment of everybody .concerned, and 
for fair treatment of its ex-Service men In 
particular; and to say that approximately 
3,000 out of 200,000 ex-Service men should 
have the abnormal benefit conferred upon 
them of having these cottages without pay- 
ing anything at all—even the cost of repair— 
was, frankly. absurd. He hoped that the 
position would be further clarified, that a 
reasonable and equilable result would follow, 
and that provision would be made for the 
tenants to pay a reasonable amount. 
The Chairman said that the non-political 
character of the Legion could not receive 
enough publicity. They strongly urged 
leaders of branches to refrain from going on 
uny political platform. 


DISTRESS IN FREE STATE, 


Mr. J. Nolan said tha: there were diffi- 
culties in relation to, distrers ia the Free 
State that seemed almost inscluble, and he 
could not see any immediate solution for the 
problem of relieving the distress that exists 
among Irish ex-Service sWen, ip 
Colonel W. M. Butler said that, roughly, 
only ten per cent. of the British ex-Service 
men were members of the Legion, and he 
urged on the delegates to try to bring into it 
those ex-Service men who had not yet joined.

Many things had 
happened in the meanwhile to disappoint 
them and to defer the realisation of their 


hopes, but they thought that at last, al- 
though the scheme as finally adopted, either 
in its form or in the site selected, wag not 
all that they had wished for, they were to 
find such a venue.

UNPRECEDENTED OUTRAGE 


Now, according to the latest report relative 
to the appointment of caretaker, insult was 
to be added to injury. He could hardly 
believe that any Government could be 
deliberately guilty of such an unprecedented 
outrage on the sentiments and traditions of 
one of the most loyal and law-abiding sec- 
tions of the community—loyal not only to 
the ideals they had fought for, but to the 
land they loved and the Constitution under 
which they lived. They must remember, 
too, that this was an all-Ireland, and not 
a Free State, memorial. They expressed no 
opinion on the merits or otherwise of the 
services which the Government proposed to 
reward by this appointment, but surely it

no doubt that the mere suggestion of such 
an appointment would evoke such a protest 
throughout the country that no Government

with surprise and indignation the report of 
the appointment to the position of caretaker 
of the memorial of one of the men concerned

PENSIONS AND WORK, 


Arising on a resolution from the Tullamore 
Branch protesting against the refusal of work 
at Labour Exchanges to ex-Service men with 
pensions of 15s. a week, paid by the British 
taxpayer, a Limerick delegate said that he 


8s. a week, who was “sacked” from work 
on the roads, although he had a wife and 
eight ehildren, on the ground that he did not 
need any more money. ‘The job was given 
to a “poor man,” who had forty-eight acres 
of land. 

The Chairman said that the Area Council 
had this matter under consideration, their 
view being that disability pensions should 
not be included in any assessment of means 

The resolution was passed, 

A resolution from the Bray Branch was 
passed, to the effect that representation 
should be obtained on the District Tribunals 
which. are about to be formed under the 
forthcoming Public Assistance Bill, and 
urging the Area Council to take the neces:

A resolution: of. the Palmerstown branch 
was passed urging the Area Council to get in 
touch with the Sailo’s’ awa Soldiers’ Land 
Trust with a view to clarifying the present: 
position between the Trust and its. tenants. 

BUILDING SUSPENDED. 

Two resolutions, one from Skibbereen and 
one from South Kerry, in relation to the pro- 
vision of houses for ex-Servic2 men were not 
moved, 

The Chairman said that in consequence of 
the Supreme Court judgment all building 
operations in connection with houses for ex- 
Service men had been suspended. 

A resolution from Tullamore in relation to 
ame was passed requesting the National 
sxecutive Council still to keep fighting for 
the repeal of the seven yeas’ limit. 

On the motion of the Waterford delegate a 
resolution was passed urging the Ministry of 
Pensions to reopen local offices in large 
centres. Under the present conditions, it 
was stated, that disabied ex-Service men are 
greatly inconvenienced by the lack of facili- 
ties provided when their caser require special 
treatment or exaimination 

The Chairman commented that he thought 
there was really no hope ot getting the 
Ministry to agree to this course of action, as 
their policy was to close local part-time 
offices. 

The Conference agreed to make a suitable 
presentation to Mr. John T. Moran for 
om, a British Legion standard from the 
River Liffey on November 5th last,

WOMEN’S SECTION. 

_ When the -Women’s Section of the Free 
State area of the British Legion met in the 
Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street, Dublin, on 
Saturday last, the Chairman, Lady Greer, 
O.B.E., expressed her regret at the falling 
off in the number of branches in the Free 
State, They had decreased from twenty-two 
to twenty in the past vear, while in Northern 
Ireland the number had increased from fifteen 
to twenty-two. She asked the delegates to 
carry on a big recruiting campaign. to start 
new branches and work in harmony with the 
men of the Legion 

Lady Greer also referred to her wish to 
see more branches have Legion standards. 
and, in speaking of the finances cf the Women’s 
Section, said that the sending of donations 
from branches to headquarters should have 
the effect of preventing in increase in affilia- 
tion fees. 


_Lady Nash was unanimously re-elected 
National Vice-President, and “Lady Greer.

presentative to serve on the Central Com- 
mittee. 

Ladv Greer told the delegates some of the 
ways in which they can help to still further 
mmprove the work of the Women’s Section. 
She pointed out the urgent need for clothing, 
and mentioned that last vear the 350 branches 
affiliated to the Legion headquarters had sup- 
a 22,862 new garments to taose who needed 
nem, 

The Children’s Country Holiday Scheme 
was another wav in which the Free State 
branches could help headquarters. In this 
country most children were within 


easy reach of the country, but she 
annealed for financial assistance to en- 
able the branches in large industrial 


centres in England to send children out to 
spend a fortnight in the country. Last 
year 1.346 children were given holidays: by 
the Women's Section of the Rritish Legion, 
and the cost worked out at 13s. 3d. each, 
ineInding the railway fare. 

Two new cuns have been presented to the 
Women’s Section. said Lady Greer. The 
first of these is for the branch which does 
most to incrense the sale of ex-Servicemen’s 
work, and theysecond will be presented for 
continued rrogress and efficiency during a 
period of at least five years, : 

A representative from the London head- 
quarters of the Section, Miss Owen, ap- 
pealed to the delegates to try and send 
money for the headquarters schemes, but 
stated that Irish needs must be met first.

CIVIL. SERVICE. . 
--—

MONG the supplementary estimates 
which were introduced in the Dail 
last Thursday, and the details of which 
were circulated on Saturday, there is one 
for the Army in connection with the ex- 
penses of the Military Tribunal. In tie 
last Budget no provision was made for 
expenses in this connection, as the Consti- 
tution (Amendment 17) Act was not at 
the time in operation. In the previous 
financial year the estimated cost was 
£6,000. The amount of this cost durin 
the current financial year is £2,800, an 
a supplementary estimate has to be put 
through. It is pointed out, however, that 
the actual amount required is only £10, 
the difference being accounted for by 
savings in other departments of the Army. 
This estimate will, no doubt, afford 
material for a lively debate in the Dail, 
when it will be possible to review the 


Constitution (Amendment 17) Act into 
operation, 
COSTLY CUTS. 

Another supplementary estimate for 
£20,347 arises in part consequent on the 
operations of the Civil Service “ Cuts ”’ 
Bill and the large number of retirements 
from the Service under Article 10 of the 
Constitution. The details of this estimate 
are set out as follows:— 

Additional allowances and gratuities in 
respect of established officers (retirements 
and deaths have been in excess of antici- 
pation), additional sum required, £4,000 ; 
compensation allowances under Article 10 
of the Treaty (retirements have been in 
excess of anticipation), additional sum 
required, £13,000; pensions to resigned 
and dismissed Royal Irish Constabulary, 
including widows (additional pensions 
granted), additional sum required, £5,440 ; 
‘appropriations in aid (receipts have been 
less than anticipated), £575. 

Savings on other sub-heads are estimated 
at £2,668. 


CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION, 

In connection with the Civil Service 
Commission an additional sum of £3,030 is 
required. The details of this supple- 
mentary estimate are as follows:— 

Additional provision for gratuities to 
two Commissioners and for extra clerical 
assistance (Civil Service Commission), 
£1,085; additional provision for fees to 
examiners, superintendents, ete. (Civil 
Service Commission), £1,735; additional 
provision for travelling expenses and 
subsistence allowances (Civil Service Com- 
mission), £210; additional provision for 
incidental expenses (Civil Service Com- 
mission), £240. 

For the Barrow drainage an additional 
sum of £10 is required.

SAYS ATTORNEY.

DUNMANWAY, Saturday. 

T the resumed inquest in Dunman- 
A way to-day into the circumstances 
” surrounding the death of Cornelius 
Daly, Gloan, publican, who died after being 
found unconscious in Main street, Dunman- 
way, on Christmas mornings after he had 
attended midnight Mass, Denis Hallahan 
deposed to hearing shouts on the Main 
street at ó a.m., and voices asking: ‘‘Are 
you blueshirts?’’ He next heard the shuffling 
of feet and then moaning, He was about 
to investigate when he heard men coming 
up and saying: ' Take him to the barracks.’. 
When he returned to bed he heard shouts of 
“Up LRA.” | | 

Joseph Keane, Railway street,gave evidence 
that he had a fair share of drink taken that 
night. . Attracted by shouts, he went down 
the street and saw Jerome O'Mahony, who 
was with the deceased man, going to visit 
a sick friend, lying on the ground with three 
men standing arofind him, He took O'Mahony 
home, during which the latter said: ' Con 
Daly is with me too.’’ Witness did not see 
Daly there, and the three men remained silent 
all the time, and were unknown to him. 
He could not say if James O'Regan, N.T., 
was there. He did not at any time that 
night stop a man named O'Reilly at the 
square with a cry of ‘“ Halt!’” 

In answer to Mr. Neville, for the next-of- 
kin, witness said that he could not say 
whether the three men were small or tal. 
O'Mahony was a neighbour of his. 

“ A neighbour of yours was felled on the 
street by three men, and you ask us to believe 
vou did not make any attempt to recognise 
them,’’ queried Mr. Neville. 

Witness—Yes ; 1 we get a slap myself. 

Mr. Neville—You did not see Con Daly 

although O’Mahony says he was immediately 

behind him when assaulted ? 3 
Witness—I did not see him. 


DID NOT SEE ASSAULT. 


The Coroner-—Did you realise when you saw 
the three men about O’Mahony that they were 
assaulting him? 

Witness—No; I saw nobody touching him. 

The Coroner—-Then why did you use those 
words that O'Mahony swears you used— 
‘Hands off that man’’? 

Witness—I could not say if I used them. 

Witness denied that he heard O'Mahony 
saying to him, as O'Mahony had depcsed— 
“ For God's sake save me’’—but stated that 
O'Mahony said: ‘‘ Is that you, Joe Keane?”’ 

The Coroner—Do you pledge your oath you 
thought there was nothing wrong when you 
saw O'Mahony stretched on the street and 
three men around him? 

Witness—I swear that. 

In reply to Mr. Neville, witness admitted 
having a row with Daly years ago, but denied 
it was about politics. i 

Jerome O'Mahony, of Laurel Bar, who was 
in Daly's company that, night, recalled, said 
he was the treasurer of the local branch 
of the ULP.

He 
disagreed with Keane’s evidence as to the 
heen, “ir; of men around him, and said there 
were far more than three. 

George Ross, . publican, Main street, 
deposed he heard party cries at 4 a.m.: 
“Up the Republic,’ “Up De Valera,” 
“ Up O'Duffy.” and heard the noise as of 
“Get up.” 

Guard witnesses swore that there were 
Guard patrols over the town until 3 o'clock, 
During that time the town was quiet. 


A REIGN OF TERROR. 


Mr. Neville, solicitor, said that his 
presence there was to see the character of 
the deceased man vindicated. It was obvious 
from the evidence of several witnesses that 
they were not telling all they knew, and 
that there was a reign of terror. in the dis- 
trict. Until that sort of thing was put down 
they would have events like that murder. 

Mr. Meagher, for the State, agreed with 
Mr. Neville that it was plain there was 
gross intimidation, and said that it reminded 
him of the case of the Stradbally missing 
postman. There was a similar atmosphere 
and conspiracy of silence and determination 
not to assist the Guards. Speaking for the 
Attorney-General, he said that everything 
possible. would he done to bring the 
miscreants to justice. As a motive for the 
attack on Daly, he suggested the fact that 
the deceased man had. hought a bottle of 
whiskey in the Laurel Bar in the presence 
of several persons, and that he had a large 
sum of money on him, | 

The Coroner said that, while there was 
abundant évidence as to the crowd shouting 
and the assaults, not one witness gave evi- 
dence identifying any of the deceased man's 
assailants. He refused to believe the sugges- 
tion that the attack was prompted by 
robbery, and said the evidence showed that 
the men who uttered party cries followed the 
deceased man down the street, and ques- 
tioned him and his friends to know were 
they Blue Shirts. 


ANTI-BLUE SHIRTS. 

“To my mind,” he added, ' the only 
attributable motive for this wanton, black- 
guardly attack was that the crowd on the 
street were anti-Blue Shirts, and the reason 
they followed the deceased man was because 
they must bave known he and his friends 
belonged to the Blue Shirts organisation, 
and were members of an opposite politica] 
party. The failure of the witnesses in 
identifying the assailants showed a lament- 
able lack of civic spirit, and the deceased 
man’s fate might be the fate of any of them 
to-day.”’ | : 

The jury returned a _ verdict that the 
deceased man died from hemorrhage and 
toxemia, following fracture of the skull, 
caused by an assault committed by persons 
unknown. They added riders expressing 
horror at the brutal assault, and stating that 
the Guards had not been guilty of derelic- 
tion of duty, and that the deceased man and 
his friends were sober that night. 

The Coroner said there was no allegation 
at any time that the deceased man was other 
than sober,

DR. CULLEN ON THE 
TRAINING OF CHILDREN.

In his pastoral letter, read in the churches 
of his diocese yesterday, Dr. Matthew Cullen, 


the importance of family hfe. 
and the home, he said, are not institutions 
of modern date: their history is co-extensive 
with that of the human race. Many parents 
make the mistake of thinking that the train- 
ing of the child may be postponed until 
reason has asserted itself. But long before 
the dawn of reason the heart of the child 
is fashioning its own ideals, and, whether 
these are good or bad, the efforts of a life- 
time may fail'to shatter them. It is on the 
words and actions of parents that these 
ideals will be modelled; it could not well 
be otherwise, as the child looks on its 
parents as the embodiment of what it should 
aspire to. , 

When reason dawns, he continues, 
world unfolds itself to the youthful mind. 
It will begin to inquire, compare, and 
develop a sense of what is right and wrong. 
its love for parents remains, but its con- 
tinuance will have to stand the test of reason. 
Should this test result in disclosing to the 
child that home life, the life of father and 
mother, falls below the standard of rectitude 
as visualised by the youthful mind, or the 
standard of what has been learned at school 
and taught from the pulpit, then the parents 
will have fallen from the pedestal whereon 
childhood innocence has placed them. 

It is no uncommon thing, commented Dr. 
Cullen, to hear parents say that thev have 
lost all control over their children, that home 
has lost its attractions for them, and that, 
in any case, it is the duty of priests and 
teachers to train them to habits of virtue 
and to form their character. It is very true 
to say that the tendency of modern times is 
to weaken, if not to destroy, home influence. 
The foundations of home life, however, must 
be made so secure as to resist any under- 
mining influence. 


CHARITY IN PUBLIC 
LIFE. 


Dr. J. M. Harty, ya of Cashel, 
appeals for charity in public affairs. There 
is a great want of charity in [r‘sh public life, 
he said, and where men are sincere and intel- 
ligent, honest and reasoned differences of 
opinion on political: affairs are bound to 
arise; but these differences do not warrant 
breaches of charity. Violent methods of 
suppressing legitimate expression of political 
viev's are utterly opposed to the spirit and 
letter of the Gospel. Personal abuse and 
rancowr are entirely out of harmony with 
fraternal’ love. He hoped that this ugly 
spectacle of bitterness in political life would 
quickly disappear. : 

The Archbishop of Cashel then referred to 
the scandal that is given by the distribution 
“of evil books. and “said that he feared that 
until the public show their resentment, in a 
lawful way, the nefarious practice will con- 
tinue. 

“We cannot refrain from condemning 
dances that lead to immoral conduct, and we 
learn on good authority that such dances are 
carried on,” comments Dr. Harty. ‘If the 
dances are proper in themselves and if due 
safeguards are provided» there can be no 
objection to dancing in moderation. It is 
desirable also that supervision be extended 
to the environs of the dance hall, especially

Albert King of the Belgians was killed 


while on a solitary climbing excursion in 


-kings, and incomparably the greatest of 
the three. He was a man of democratic 
instincts, who was almost worshipped by 
the Belgian people—Flemings and 
Walloons alike. In the last days of July, 
1914, this monarch, who hitherto had lived 
and worked in comparative obscurity, 
strode to the front of the world’s stage. 
When his advisers began to doubt Ger- 
many’s good faith in respect of Belgian 
neutrality, which she, in common with the 
other Great Powers, had guaranteed, the 
King sent a historic telegram to the 
Kaiser seeking reassurance. The Kaiser's 
reply was an ultimatum, with a twelve 
hours’ time limit. From that moment 
“onward King Albert became the symbol of 
a heroic nation ‘in arms, defending jtsell 
against fearful odds in a manner which 
commanded the respect and admiration of 
all civilised peoples. He assumed persona] 
leadership of his troops, and was the only 
head of a State who retained active control 
of his forces throughout the War. He 
established his headquarters first at 
Louvain, then at Antwerp; and he and his 
faithful Queen remained with their men 
until the last shot was fired. During 
those bitter years, when Belgium was in 
the German army's grip, King ‘Ibert, 


with two other great Belgians, the late 
Cardinal Mercier and M. Max, Burgo- 
master of Brussels, defied the might of 
Prussia, and won moral victories which, 
possibly more than anything else, helped 
to array the forces of civilisation against 
the invaders. 7 
Belgium’s dead King will be succeeded 
by his son, the Duke of Brabant, who is 
married to the Swedish Princess Astrid. 
Like his 


democrat, who mixes freely among his 


father, the new King is a 
people, without ostentation or fuss, In 
these days of political dictatorships, which 
are founded in all cases upon : violence, 
the value to a nation of a limited monarchy 
becomes daily more precious.

Belgium to-day. although she has had her 
trials and has suffered in common with 
all other countries through the economic 
depression, is a prosperous and contented 
community, seeking nothing more than to 
be allowed to work out her destiny in her 
own way. Her people are a hard-working 
and law-abiding race, remarkably free 
from that spirit of unres: which is mani- 
festing itself so widely throughout Europe. 
Belgium. like Britain. has no use for 
dictatorships Her Royal house has done 
her magnificent service; and her new 


King, son of a heroic father, may be 
trusted to carry on his noble tradition, 


invariably wore it in the House of Com- 
mons, and representatives of the profes- 
sions rarely descended to the comparative 
humility of a bowler or a Homburg. Even 
in Ireland the tall hat was popular in pre- 
war days; but now it has virtually 
vanished, and save at weddings or funerals 
it is rarely seen. President de Valera’s 
Government has gone so far as to discard 
it entirely, apparently on the ground that 
a ' topper ” in some obscure way repre- 
sents a badge of servitude, and the black 
felt hat takes its place on ceremonial occa- 
sions. Many who regard the silk hat not 
as something of which to be ashamed, but 
as a ‘‘ relic of old decency,’’ will welcome 
the news that a “ Top Hat Club ” has been 
formed by some of the younger members of 
the House of Commons in an attempt to 
revive a very old custom. This club meets 
every week, and its members dine together, 
wearing silk hats during the soup, and 


the fish course. It seems that only about 
a dozen Members of Parliament continue 
‘to wear tall hats in the House. Sir Austen 
Chamberlain is one of them, and Sir Ian 
Macpherson, formerly Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, is another. Mr. Winston Churchill, 
of course, makes a hobby of his hats. He 
has set half a dozen different fashions in 
as many years; but there is a general feel- 
ing among the younger men that there 
ought to be uniformity of headgear in 


Parliament, and that the ‘‘ topper ” ought 
to be preserved. There is much to be said 
for their point of view. A silk hat, as 
such, has no peculiar virtue; but it docs 
stand for an old tradition, and, in these 
days of universal iconoclasm, that ought 
to be regarded as a virtue in itself.

Of the 
remainde: more than a quarter of a million 
pounds were devoted to the furtherance of 
the Regional scheme of high-power trans 
tnitters, and more than three-quarters ol 
a million were spent on programines. The 
B.B.C.’s policy has been consistently to 
spend as much money as possible on the 
improvement of its programmes; and the 
result is clear from the steady increase in 
the number of licences issued. We wish 
that the Free State authorities would 
adopt the same salutary principle. The 
sale of licences on this side ol 
the Channel certainly increases year 
by year, but the increase is: very slow 
compared with that in other countries— 
and the reason is not far to seek. Whereas 
the B.B.C. and most broadcasting agencies 
in foreign lands, in their effort to obtain 
listeners, are willing to spend money on 
their programmes and to give the public 
what it wants, the Free State Post Office 
adopts a scornfully “ take it or leave it” 
attitude in regard to its transmissions. 
Its implicit doctrine is that the people 
ought to “listen Irish” for patriotic 
motives, and to put up with anything, so 
lcng as Athlone is responsible for it.

BISHOP OF CORK’S SERMON, 


The Bishop of Cork, preaching yesterday, 
the first Sunday in Lent, at morning service 
in the Chapel of Trinity College, Dublin, 
appealed for truer observance of the Lenten 
regulations. 

“The Church,” he said to the assembled 
students, ‘‘orders that the forty days of 
Lent shall ib observed as days of fasting or 
abstinence. 'What are you going to do about 
it? So far as 1 can see, the rising genera- 
tion is not paying much attention to the 
observance of Lent.” 

Cyn.cism was cheap: and there were people 
who referred to ‘‘these  puerilities ol 
religion.”’, To his mind anything that tended 
to express the superiority of mind over body 
or was the cause of subduing the body to the 
will was of real value and importance. He 
knew that to give up smoking during Lent 
was for some men a severe form of I.enten 
fast, and suggested to the students that even

abstinence, or chocolates might be refused, 
or many could refrain from taking their 
accustomed place in the cinema queue. 

Lent had, however, a further significance 
in that. it typified and suggested the willing 
adoption, not for forty days, but for the 
whole term of life, of an ideal manner of 
lhving—a way that meant self-denial and 
sacrifice. 

Life meant ceaseless procession and succes- 
sion, and he thought that conception of it 
was in the mind of Our Lord when he uttered 
the words of their text that morning: '' One 
sowed and another reaped.” — 

“ As students vou are enjoying the fruits of 
other men’s toil,” said the preacher, ‘ but 
having reaped, you must sow for others to 
reap hereafter. Progress and succession are 
the law of life.’ 

They must ensure that those who came in 
times unknown found a better world. The 
great men were those who had _ studied, 
laboured, fought for that idea. Civilisation 
had been benefited in the last fifty years by the 
aeroplane, telephone, wireless television, but 


their generations could not claim all credit | 


for what represented the applications of 
mR Ser evolved in laboratory and workshop 
»y the students of past centuries, 

“ What is this generation doing?” con- 
cluded the bishop. ' Let us so occupy our 
places in life that the work will be easier for 
our successors. I plead with you to-day for 
that ideal of life that is not easy. Most of 
you have already chosen your way of life; is 
it the best possible? That is a question to ask 
in the season of Lent.”’

This rate of tax applies to all British 
shipping policies, including large liners 
and small fishing vessels. Several fishing 
fleets pay some hundreds a year, while in 
the case of one of the large shipping 
companies the amount involved in the 
stamp tax is not far short of £10,000 a 
year, which compares with the sixpence 
for which a manufacturer may insure his 
factory against fire and other risks. 


The South Wales Coalfields. 


Considerable interest has been aroused 
by a scheme estimated to cost £1,500,000. 
to de-water the South Wales coalfield. It 
has been submitted to the South Wales 
Institute of Engineers by Captain |. 
MacLeod Carey, H.M. Inspector of Mines. 
The peril threatening the coalfield throug! 
the accumulation of large quantities of 
water in old workings of abandoned minvs 
could be averted by a big-scale engineerin : 
scheme, he said. Extensive closing dow! 
of pits in recent years has caused inunda 
tion on a widespread scale. He outlined 
a plan for trapping the water and con 
veying it to the sea by adits, and a systcm 
of branch drainage levels which wou!! 
deal with the major portion of the flood. 
If the scheme was undertaken on a coa! 
field basis, and not in sections, the diff 
culty could be overcome for all time 
Strong support is forthcoming from coi'- 
owners and miners for the proposi'!s 
which are the result of ten years’ close 
study of the problem. If it materialises, 
it will ease the South Wales unemp!oy- 
ment situation over a substantial period.

The Saar Plebiscite. 


Although the situation in the Saar terr!- 
tory is not attracting much attention just 
now, arrangements for the plebiscite, due 
to take place next vear, are not at a stand-. 
still, and are being considered by the 
Saar Committee, whien was set up by the 
Council of the League of Nations for thir 
purpose. The committee has received 
reports from Mm Knox, High Com- 
missioner; the German Government, and 
various local authorities. The principal 
purpose of the discussions now in progress 
is to devise measures fer the preservation 
of order not only during the taking of the 
plebiscite, but before and after that event ; 
and the present situation is by no means 
free from difficulty.

Tr HE King of the Belgians was found dead at the foot of a crag in the Meuse vey five miles | 
from Namur, at two o'clock this morning, in the shadow of a wayside shrine. esterday the 
fifty-nine years old Monarch left here—alone and incognito—to indulge in his favourite pastime of - 

mountaineering. 


It would appear that he had scaled a perilous limestone needle 220 feet in height, and grasped 
a jutting piece of rock by which to pull himself to the peak. The rock broke away, and the King 
fell backwards, striking the back of his head against a projecting ledge. His lifeless body was found 
"a tua later by a search party, which combed the neighbourhood in the light of powerful flares 
and torches. 


The body has been taken to the Royal chateau at Laeken, and the Belgian Cabinet has decided 
provisionally that the funeral shall take place at the Cathedral Church of Brussels, and the interment 
in the Koyal crypt at Laeken on Thursday. 


On the following day Prince Leopold Duke of Brabant will become King. The heir is hasten- 
ing home from Switzerland, in company with his consort, the former Princess Astrid of Sweden. 


King Albert was the best-loved and most democratic of the three Kings that the country has 
had. He will go to history for his courageous defence of his kingdom in face of the German viola- 
tion of Belgium's neutrality at the opening of the Great War. — At the beginning of hostilities he 
took command of his troops, risking his life countless times, and displaying the most remarkable per- 
sonal bravery. | 


The official announcement of his death was made this afternoon at a ceremony in the Palace, 
attended by representatives of Parliament, the Courts, the Municipalities and the Army. 


M. Janson, the Minister of Justice, in a statement made immediately afterwards, said: The 
King was very conscientious, and deeply attached to his mission. The public never knew the 
knowledge of their Sovereign, nor how he was always abreast of every question. He had the mind 
of an engineer, and great power of assimilation. The last words he said to me on Friday, at the 
Cabinet meeting, were: Í count on you, M. Janson, to be vigilant in the defence of the people s 
savings. | cannot tell you the respect | had for the King.’’

Albert the King of the Belgians was one 
of the most heroic figures of the World 
War, and his simple, unassuming manner, 
combined with his great ability and 
courage, won the hearts of his Belgian 
subjects.

to re-arrange the boundaries of the parliamentary constituencies of 
the Free State and the number of deputies in the Dail, in accordance with. 
the requirements of the Constitution, has now been circulated to deputies. 


As indicated in the '' Irish Times “' of Saturday last, the total num-

CHANGES IN 


DUBLIN CITY. 


The most radical change occurs in con- 
nection with the borough of Dublin, which 
instead of the two constituencies of North 
and South will now have five—namely, 
North-East, North-West, South-East, 
South-West and South. The former con- 
stituencies had fifteen seats, and in the 
new arrangement there will be eighteen. 
This is no doubt accounted for by the in- 
crease in population of the city area. The 
South Dublin constituency will include 
what are known as the “ added areas ” 
of Rathmines, Pembroke and Rathgar, 
with the exception of ce’tain portions 
which are included in South-East Dublin ; 
Clonskeagh will also be included in South 
Dublin. 

These alterations will afford opportunity 
for tactical manoeuvring among the 
various political parties, and the fact- that 
they will present three additional seats 
for competition is sure to attract many 
new aspirants for election to the Dail. 

A new title for a constituency appears 
in Athlone-Longford. Previously Long- 
ford was attached to Westmeath; now it 
stands alone, with the town of Athlone 
and certain portions of Roscommon and 
Westmeath nided. Tt will be given three 
seats. 

The borough of Cork, which formerly 
had attached to it Ballincollig, and was 
given five seats, now loses Ballincollig and 
is given Blackrock. Only four deputies 
will be elected. i 

Sligo and Leitrim will now be separate 
eonstituencies with three deputies each. 
At present they ‘have seven deputies. 
South Mayo continues to have five 
deputies, but North Mayo has three in- 
stead of four. é 


CLARE AND LIMERICK. 


Donegal had formerly eight, but now 
it is divided into East Donegal, with four, 
and West Donegal with only three. 
Galway is divided and loses two of its 
nine deputies, East Galway having four 
and West Galway three. Clare maintains 
its five deputies, but to do so has had to 
be given certain territory in the County 
Galway. | 

Limerick County, which had seven 
deputies is now divided into North-East 
and South-West, each with three deputies, 
so that it loses one seat. Kerry is divided 
into North and South, North having four 
and South three. The representation is, 
therefore, unchanged. Tipperary loses 
one of its seven deputies. The new divi- 
sion is: North Tipperary three, and South 
Tipperary three. 

Another new designation is Carlow- 
Kildare. A portion of Carlow is added to 
Kildare, but other portions are ceded to 
Wicklow and Wexford. | 

Waterford receives portion of the County 
Cork, including Youghal, and maintains 
its four deputies. 


CORK COUNTY CHANGES. 


There have been considerable changes 
in the Cork County divisions, which will 
be known as North Cork, South-East Cork 
and West Cork. The division known as 
East Cork no longer stands. Previously 
the three divisions. returned thirteen 
members, but the new constituencies will 
have only twelve between them.

EARLY ELECTION POSSIBLE. 


Such a change, once decided upon, 
should be tested by the electorate at the 
earliest moment.

For this reason a general 
election at a reasonably early date appears 
to be indicated. It is also necessary for 
the reason that a by-election under the 
old system would seem to present diffi- 
culties, especially in cases where wide 
alterations of the old constituencies are 
contemplated. The new dispensation does 
not operate until the next dissolution 
and, if that were put off, as has been 
suggested, till the present Government has 
run its full term, it is possible that in 
the meanwhile several portions of the 
country might be disfranchised through 
the death or resignation of deputies.

RETURNING OFFICERS. 


A second schedule makes provisions for the 
appointment of returning officers and assistant 
returning officers. In most cases the returning 
officer will be the Under Sheriff or the County 
Registrar. In the case of constituencies which 
extend into an adjoining county the officials 
in that county may be asked to assist. 

In the case of Cork City the Under 
Sheriff or, if that office should cease to 
exist, the County Registrar, shall 
act as returning officer. The Under Sheriff 
of the County Cork may, if he desires, be 
appointed to assist in respect of county areas 
brought into the city constituency. 

In the Dublin City constituencies the 
Under Sheriff will act. or, if his post ceases 
to exist, the County Borougn Registrar.

Ta four vessels ordered from Messrs. 


Harland and Wolff, Lid., by the Union 
Castle Line for their passenger and 
cargo services to South Africa will built 
in Belfast. Mr, F. K. Rebbeck, chairman of 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff, who returned 


from London to Belfast on Saturday, stated | 


that the four new vessels would be built in 
the Belfast yards of the company, and would 
be extraordinarily fine vessels. They would 
be propelled by the latest two-cycle double~ 
actiny Diesel engines instead of the four- 
tycle engines, uld show a great saving 
in both -weight space, and would be a 
great advance, adding materially to the 
reputation of Belfast as a shipbuilding port. 
The two 20,000 ton 3 
motor ships will be an advance upon the 
Warwick Castle and Winchester Castle, the 
last two motor ships built at Belfast for the 
Union Castle Line, and will accommodate 


800 first and third class passengers. It is 


expected that these two large vessels will be 
built in the firm’s North Yard at Belfast, 
and will give employment td thousands ‘of 
men in the yard and shops. The vessels will 
be 630 feet long by 75 feet beam, with a 
gross tonnage of 20,100. 

The two cargo vessels will be of a new 
type for the Union Castle Line, and will have, 


space for 5,000 tons of — cargo and |. 


5,000 tons of non-perishable cargo. Owing to 
the expansion of South African export trade, 
particularly of fruit, it has been necessary 
to provide the additional tonnage. These new 
vessels will make the passage to South Africa 
in eighteen days.

Although not in the first three, Mr. Edwards 
gave special praise to ‘‘ The Garvagh Players ”’ 
for their meodiictice of Mrs. O'Kane's comedy 
of Ulster life. ‘‘Cassidy’s Twins.’’ These 
players, he said, broke every accepted rule of 
technique, but at times they displayed much 
greater emotional feeling than the whole Feis 
oe together. The success’ was largely due to 

rs, W, O'Kane, the aythoress and producer, 
who also took a leading réle in the play, and 
who was described by the adjudicator as a 
lady of great charm, capability and pluck. 
He said that he had seen many peasant plays, 
but none quite like this. any of these 


‘young players had in them the stuff from 


which great actors and actresses were made, 
“I want this company to go on and please 
themselves and use their own intellects, and 
act with the truth and simplicity they un- 
doubtedly possess.’’ Mr. Edwards added that 
as he had to mark in accordance with certain 
rules he could only give them 68 marks.

DEPUTATION TO HOUSING 
COMMITTEE. 


A largely-attended general meeting of the 
tcnant members of the Corporation ‘Tenants’ 
Conference was held yesterday in the Girls’ 
School, Marino. 

Mr. Peter McAuley, who presided, said 
that the meeting had been called to consider 
the general position of the tenants and to 
hear a report as to steps taken on behalf of 
the tenants. He informed the meeting that 
arrangements had been made by the Housing 
Committee of the Corporation to receive a 
deputation from the Executive Council of the 
Conferencé, and that, a copy of the 
memorandum which it was proposed should 
be presented would be submitted to the meet- 
ing for approval. 

Mr. James J. O'Connor, solicitor for the 
conference, explained the legal position, 
and informed those present that counsel 
had been retained to defend civil bill eject- 
ments issued by the Corporation against some 
tenants who were members of the.conference. 
Counsel had also been asked to advise on 
points of interest to the tenants, and he read 
to the meeting the opinion of Mr. W. Fitz- 
gerald, Barrister-at-Law, to whom the cases 
had been submitted. He also read copy of 
the memorandum which would be presented 
to the Housing Committee, which ‘set out 
briefly submissions that tenants should be 
furnished with copies of the leases or docu- 
ments under which they held their bouses; 
that owing to the economic conditions the 
were unable to pay the instalments. which 
they had agreed to pay, and asking that the 
position might be considered and the pay- 
ments reduced and the instalments spread 
over a longer term. The fact that Cor- 
poration tenants had been excluded from 
statutory relief in regard to rates and that 
charges. made by the Corporation for collec- 
tion of the inutaleecints payable by the tenants 
were not authorised by the leases was em- 
bodied, and a demand made for refund or 
credit for amount paid in respect of such 
charges. 

Several questions were put, and suggestions 
were made on further questions of immediate 


concern to the tenants, and the Chairman. 


promised that they would be dealt with. 

A resolution was passed unanimously con- 
firming the action taken by the Executive 
Council of the Conference on behalf of the 
tenants, authorising that such further action 
as might be advised Tagg sen and calling 
for such financial support from the tenants 
that might be necessary. —.

FORESAW INVASION. 


In 1908 the future king continued his 
series of tours abroad. In that year he 


went to England to study naval! construc- | 


tion in the dockyards. The next year he 
went to the Belgian Congo, Cape Pro- 


vince, the Transvaal, Elizabethyille and. 


the Katanga mineral region. He also 


went on an expedition along the River | 


‘Congo to its mouth. 

At the end of the year his uncle, King 
Leopold If., died, and he succeeded him 
on the Belgian Throne as King Albert I. 
He pratt sy wre an energetic ruler, and 
was active in sponsoring many social and 
legal reforms. Besides his great interest 
m science, he was a patron of. art and 
literature, and a number of prominent 
literary men were his friends. 

Four years before the outbreak of the 
Great War he paid official visits to Berlin 
and Paris. He realised that relations 
were so strained between France and Ger- 
many that it would be well for Belgium 
to be prepared for trouble, and in May, 
1915, he assented to a law to give 
ii Ag an army oí ó50,000 men. 

e was then persona grata in Germany, 
and paid another visit to Berlin in 1914, 
after having been made Colonel of the 
Regiment of Hanover Dragoons. But he 
distrusted the brilliancy of Wilhelm IT., 
and was horrified when he was told of the 
German designs upon France. 


ESCAPES FROM DEATH. 


He knew what part his country would 
have to take. When war broke out King 
Albert himself took command of the 
Belgian troops. Headquarters were estab- 
lished at Louvain and then at Antwerp, 
and he took a prominent part in the first 


advance that was made from Antwerp to 


Louvain, when the Belgians relieved the 
British and French armies. 

Throughout the whole war he remaine° 
with his troops, and was continually ex- 
posed to the risks of enemy bombardments 
or of being shot down when flying over the 
German lines. Many times he endured 
the hardships of the soldiers in the field, 
and in several battles faced the dangers 
to which they were exposed. On three 
oceasions he. narrowly escaped death by 
shell-fire when flying over the enemv 
trenches. At another time a German shell 
tore off one of the wheels of the motor car 
in which he was travelling. 

Early in 1915 a chauffeur attempted to 
drive the King into the German Jines, and 
was shot dead for his treachery. The 
chauffeur was said to have been offered a 


bribe of £40,000. 
QUEEN’S WAR WORK. 


In all these dangers the Queen was with 


“him at the front, working in the hospitals 


and seeing to the welfare of the soldiers 
in the canteens and aid-posts, 

During the big offensive of October, 1918, 
King Albert was appointed Commander of 
the ‘Northern Army groups, consisting of 
both Belgians and French. Finally, on 
‘November 11th, 1918, the King and Queen 
made a triumphal entry into Ghent, amid 
the feverish enthusiasm of the Belgian 

ople. | 

After the Armistice King Albert de- 
voted all his energies towards resuscitating 
his war-worn land and to the work that 
had always been his chief concern, the 
betterment of the conditions of his people. 

King Albert travelled by air on every 
He surprised officials 
at Croydon fourteen years ago by arriving 
there in a converted bombing ’plane. He 
was wearing a pilot’s flying kit, and was 
accompanied by Queen Elisabeth, wearing 
helmet, goggles and flying coat. 

Last June he took part in an event be- 


‘lieved to be unique in the annals of the 


air. Four members of the Belgian Royal 
Family—the King and Queen and the 
Duke and Duchess of Brabant—flew 
together in an acroplane.

COMPASSION FOR BELGIAN 
CONGO NATIVES. 


The new King of the Belgians, Leopold 
III, was named after his great-uncle, 
Leopold II., whom his father succeeded. 
He was thirty-two years of age on Novem- 
ber 3rd last. 

Tall and good-looking, he has been 
trained in the democratic tradition of the 
Belgian Royal House, and, as the Duke of 
Brabant, has become hardly less popular 
among his people than their beloved King 
Albert. 

In 1926 he married the beautiful Prin- 
cess Astrid, a niece of the King of Sweden. 
It was a real ‘‘ love match ’’ ; for, as King 
Albert said at the time of their betrothal, 
“the young couple’s mutual choice was 
guite independent of State considerations. 
Their own hearts set the seal on their 
destiny, and I hope it will be a good 
augury for our country.” 

Two children have been born to the 
royal couple—a boy and a girl. Princess 
Josephine is six and Prince Baudouin, the 
new Crown Prince, is three and a half. It 
was announced officially two months ago 
that Princess Astrid is expecting another 
accouchement in the spring. 


EDUCATED AT ETON. 

King Leopold, who was educated for 
four years at Eton, has travelled widely, 
and has visited many of the overseas terri- 
tories of Great Britain, France and the 
Netherlands to study their colonial 
systems. In all his more distant travels 
he has kept one main object in view—the 
development on modern lines of his 
country’s great African possession, the 
Belgian Congo. His first journey to the 
Congo was in 1925, and he found that the 


colony had not progressed so satisfactorily 


as similar areas under the British flag. 
He made a further long visit to the Congo 
at the beginning of last year, accompanied 
by the Crown Princess, and on his return 
expressed some strong views in the Belgian 
Senate during the debate on the Congo 
Budget.

MR. MacDERMOT’S SPEECH. 


Mr. ‘Frank MacDermot éaid that if outrage’ 


and intimidation were allowed to proceed 
unchecked Parliamentery government would 
be a sham, and it was just because the 
‘Blue-shirt organisation stood firmly for 
‘the elementar> rights of citizenship— 
freedom of opinion, freedcn of speech, the 
power of the electors to turn out oné Govern- 
ment and to put in another—that it had his 
cordial support. He had no sort of use for 
the intolerance and militarism that were char. 
acteristic of Continental Fascism and 
Nazi-ism, and the experiment of creating 
vocational corporations with the idea of 
bringing closer together all sections interested 
in a particular industry would certainly not 
in Ireland be associated with these evils. 

The Government, said Mr. MacDermot, had 
forfeited all claim to support. Those who 
‘complained of hosts of officials had created 
new hosts instead of diminishing the old ones, 
and those who had said that the Free State 
Army was a useless expense were now going 
to increase that expense by over £250,600 a 
year. 

To a Government which, after all its pro- 
mises of economy and its scientific plan for 
reducing public expenditure by £2,000,000 a 
year, had enormously nebula that expendi- 
ture, it might seem that another £250,000 a 
year for the purpose of buying off trouble- 
some left-wing sympathisers was a mere 
bagatelle, but the farmers of Ireland would 
hardly share that viéw of the case having re- 
gard to the hardships that they were suffer- 
ing, not to speak of the’ sacrifices exacted 
from existing public servants in order to save 
only one-eighth of the sum to be spent on 
Mr. Aiken’s new force. 


ECONOMIC FOLLY. 


The Government’s economic folly was 
throwing away a tremendous opportunity. The 
new British policy of protecting the home 
farmer would have been a gold mine for 
Ireland if the Irish farmer had continued +o 
receive identical treatment with the British 
farmer, as he would have done but for the 
senseless quarrel which Fianna Fail lad 
started. 

The parrot ery of “ Up the Republic ” was 
no substitute for thought. Jt was easy to 
declare a Republic without shouting for it, 
much less 6 ra for it, if we were satisfied 
to give up th the British market and the 
hopes of lrish reunion. At the next general 
election Mr. de Valera would not be able to 
avoid asking for a mandate to do so. If the 
Republic were to take away the opportunity 
for denouncing fellew-citizens as traitors, and 
if it were to lead, as Mr. de Valera sug- 
ested, to friendship with England, ould 
it have any charm for its present supporters? 
If. on the other hand, it was to be associated 
with permanent enmity.to England, was it 
not. Imsanity to live on terms of aniagonism, 
‘with an enormously powerful neighbour, ie 
if we were out of the Commonwealth, woul 
be free to attack us any time that suited her, 
whereas membership of the Commonwealth 
protected us completely not merely against 
attack, but against any’ sort of interference 
with our internal affairs? 


SETTLEMENT POSSIBLE. 


For his part he objected strongly to the 
habit of brawling with Great Britain or any 
other country, and to the not.on that break- 
ing agreements was a form of cotirage and 
manliness. He was convinced that a satis- 
factory settlement could be made with 
England of a kind that would neither impose 
undue burdens on the people nor infringe the 
principle of the sanctity of agreements. 

The United Ireland Party had long since 
formed the opinion that the proper way to 
deal with any outstanding financial obliga- 
tions with Great Britain was by payment of 
a lump sum, that would conclude the matter 
once and fer all, and they were further of 
opinion that the British were less interested 
in exacting their pound of flesh in the realm 
of finance than in establishing permanent 
relations of peace and friendship.

Fighting broke out afresh in Vienna 
this afternoon in the Meidling district, 
and crowds of sightseers who were inspect- 


| ing the scene of last: week's fighting were 


thrown into a panic. 

Unseen snipers posted upon the roofs of 
some municipal flats suddenly began firing 
upon the police. A strong force of the 
Heimwehr was immediately rushed to the 
spot, and troops cordoned off the district. 
The outbreak lasted nearly two hours. 

Five Socialists were killed by Heimwehr 
men at Simmering Heath, a suburb of 
Vienna, this evening. The Heimwehr 
came upon the Socialists, who were said 
to have been digging a machine gun out 
from under a heap of manure, and 
bayoneted them aJl before they had time 
to draw arms. 

The following statement was issued by

‘At the present time New Zealand ad 
Australia were getting 60s. per cwt. for their 
butter delivered in Great Britain, while cr 
creameries were getting 134s., free on rail. 

The tribunal which recently examined the 
bacon indust had reported, and he expected 
in the near future to be able to iay before 
the Dail proposals based on that report. He 
hoped it might be possible to prevent in 
future the violent fluctuations in prices which 
had been a feature of the pig-rearing industry. 


CATTLE AND BOUNTIES. 


For cattle feeders, Dr. Ryan said, times 
are difficult. Since we adopted the methiod 
of giving out licences to the feeders of fat 
cattle prices have improved. We can, how- 
ever, only give one licence each half month 
tor every seven cattle in the stalls. If, 
however, we continue at this rate, and if 
home consumption remains at the present 
level, we should have got rid of most of 
our fat cattle by the middle of April. Where 
farmers have feeding for their cattle they 
should come out all right eventually. . 

here are resolutions here to-day from 
some of the Cumainn on the question of 
bounties. Personally, I am quite convinced 
that the bounties have been passed on to 
the farmer. I have, in fact, on many ocua- 
sions proved this to be true. | think, there- 
fore, it would be a mistake to abolish the 
bounties completely.

With the 
halving of the land annuities, with the new 
system of distribution of the agricultural 
grant, and with the help of the provisions 
of the Land Act of 1933, the man with a 
large farm who gives no employment will 
find himself in an unhappy position. This 
is the deliberate policy of the Government. 
We believe that a nation of small farmers 
who till the soil is the ideai to be achieved.
